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CONCORDIA AND U.Q.T.R. MEET IN Q.U.A.A. 
EARLY SEASON SHOWDOWN THIS WEEKEND .... 


The Concordia University varsity hockey team opens defence of 
their Quebec University Athletic Association title this weekend with 
a pair of games against the powerful Université du Québec & Trois 
Rivieres. 


The two teams play their leaque onener Friday night when the 
Stingers host "Les Patriotes" in a 7 p.m. contest at the Concordia 


Arena, 7200 Sherbrooke St. West. Les Patriotes demonstrated their 

powers two weeks ago when they downed Concordia 5-2 in the final of 

the Concordia Pre-Season Invitational Tournament. U.Q.T.R.'s victory 
snapped Concordia's 33 game winning streak of home games, dating back 

to December of 1975. Many feel this might be the year Les Patriotes 

end the Stingers domination of the Q.U.A.A. (Concordia has won each 

of the league titles in the two years since Sir George and Loyola merged, 
while Loyola and Sir George captured the league title, collectively, 
eight times vreviously. 


Head Coach, Paul Arsenault was philosophical after the Stingers 
defeat in the final game of the pre-season tourney. "Nur main reason 
for having this tournament is to ovrovide both the players and fans 
competitive games early in the season," Arsenault stated. "While we 
probably could have played a little better against Trois-Rivieres, the 
games helped our team-play," he continued. "We have 17 new players on 
this year's roster and it will take a while before everyone learns 
our system. Besides it is a lot more important to beat them during 
regular season and the playoffs,than in pre-season games. We still 
have a lot of work to do in the next few games." 


Since that tournament Concordia embarked on a four game trip to 


the Maritimes, followed by a pair of games against St. Louis University 
in the Checkerboard Arena, and now hold a 4-3-1 exhibition record. 
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Coach Arsenault was particularly pleased with the games 
against St. Louis. The Stingers upended the Billikens 4-3 in 
overtime last Wednesday, then dropped a 5-3 decision Thursday night. 
In Thursday's game Concordia had a first period lapse which left 
them down 4-0 after the first ten minutes of play. St. Louis is a 
highly ranked Division I school, who tied the defending W.C.A.A. 
champion, Wisconsin University a week prior to the Concordia games. 


Concordia and U.Q.T.R. meet again Sunday in Trois Rivieres 
for an 8 p.m. contest. The Stingers then have an 11 day layoff 
before participating in the North County Thanksgiving Tournament 
in New York, November 24th - 26th. The pucksters, who captured the 
Championship trophy in their only other tournament appearance in 
1975, will play Clarkson, Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute and 
St. Lawrence. They return to league play Tuesday, November 29th 
when they host the McGill Redmen in a 7 p.m. game.
